Capctal Account. 

1. 'I'lic Securities held by tlie Intermediate Education Board, Ireland, at the close of Capital, 
the previous year amounted to 1,108,127/. J3s. Id., and as no investment or sale of Stock 

took ])liu:c duriiii' the year, the balance on 31st December 1904 remained the same. 

This amount consiHted of 1,000,000/. charged upon the Irish Church Temporalities 
Fund (’Act -11 & 42 Viet. c. OG, s. 8), and of 108,127/. 13s. Id., 2i per cent. Consolidated 
Stock IiivcHtcd out <»r the surplus income of the previous years. 

Loan Account. 

2. The Advances outstanding: “’■f beginning of the year amounted to 14,039/. Advances to 
During the year tlie sum of 2,31o/. has been advanced and 178/. L. M. repaid, leaving Managers. 

a baiaiiec of 16,175/. IHs, 6d. outstanding at the close of the year. 


Income Account. 

3. The buliinec of the Income Account at the beginning of the year was income and 
1,029/. 12s. 3i/. The receipts during the year, inclusive of 178/. Is. fid. in repayment of Expenditure, 
loans, Aveve 90,181/. 14.v. (it/., inaking a total of 91,211/. 6s. 9^/. 

'I'hc expenditure, iiicliiding the sum of 2,315/. advanced, as stated above, to Managers 
of Scliools, was 88,<){i3/. 9s., leaving a balance at the close of the year of 3,147/. 17s. 9c/. 

4. A new I'catiiro in the ]n’csent year ia the payment to School Managers of a bonus Examination of 
on the results of cxiuuimitioua of School Choirs and Orchestras, for which purpose School Choirs and 
provision wat^ made by an additional liule, scaled 17th November 1903. 

The exiumditurc in 1904 uiidov the heading “ School Grant ” includes payments of 
bonus foi- Choral Singing and Orclicatml Music, amounting to 1,187/. 15s., and the 
liabilitHis ineliide further sums amounting to 545/. 10s. awarded on the results of the 
1 901 Examination in these subjects, but not actually paid till iifter tlie close of the year.
